SHOULD BE ALWAYS AT HAND 

An airplane is to be stationed at 
Grande Prairie during the summer to as- 
sist in patrolling the northern country for 
the location of forest and pnrsirie fires 
That is a move in the right direction, and 
it is to be hoped the policy will be extend- 
ed so as to provide in future for the loca- 
tion of planes throughout the entire sum 
mer season, at least, at strategic points in 
central and northern Alberta. The spring 
season for forest and prairie fires is now 
over. There is little danger of extensive 
damage being done until fall comes 

But a vast amount of fire damage was 
done during the spring months in north- 
ern forest areas, where the services of 
planes would have been most useful in 
directing preventive measur Spring 
and fail are the times of the year when 
the forest and prairie fire menace is 
greatest. Those are therefore the times 
when air patrol is most necessary. To cope 
with the situation effectively, planes 
should be stationed permanently at points 
from which they can most conveniently 
make flights over the timbered areas 

AN ORIF NT AL VIC TORY 

The occupation of Tientsin by Na- 
tionalist forces was celebrated by an orgy 
of murder, outrage and pillage, reminis- 
cent of the victories of Jenghiz Khan 
Southern soldiers of all stripes, renegades 
from the northern army, and criminals 
not associated with either belligerent, ars 
said to have joined in the carnival of 
shooting and looting which provided the 
typical climax to an Oriental victory 

There “ Jrgeeu of precedent for the 
hypothesis that this may be the beginning 
of a reigr oe terror instigated by the Na- 
tionalist leaders to impress upon the 
people of the northern territory the futil 
ity of refusing to submit quietly to the 
new authority. The fact that the genera 
who has been in command of the slaughter 
at Shanghai and Hankow is now occupy 
ing the palace at Peking rather streng- 
thens such a supposition | 

What happened in the native quarter 
at Tientsin would in all probability have 
happened aiso in the foreign quarter had 
not the foreign governments landed armed 
forces there sufficient to hold their con- 
cessions against attack. That must al- 
most certainly have occurred if the out 
break was caused by the soldiers and the 
mob getting out of control of the Nation 
alist commanders. If the southern gen 
erals could not protect the Chinese resi 
dents of the city, they certainly could not 
1ave saved the foreigners 

This bloody affair ll do nothing to 
further the Nationalist plans to abroga 
the foreign concessions in China and se 
cure complete sovereignty to themselves 
With that terrible evidence of what would 
likely have happened to their own sub- 
jects had there been no “concessions” at 
Tientsin, or no troops to hold the conces- 
sions, foreign governments will hardly go 
into negotiation with the southern leaders 
with a view to abolishing such islands of 
safety and leaving their nationals at the 
mercy of the generals who either instigat- 
ed or could not prevent the Tientsin mas- 
sacre
